G.S.R. 650(E).—Li exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with 
sub-section (i) of Section 132 of the Major Ports 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby approves the Visakhapatnam Port Emplo¬ 
yees Classification Control and Appeal Amendment 
Regulations, 1994 made by the Board of Trustee 
for the Port of Visakhapatnam and set out in the 
Schedule annexed to this notification. 


2. The said regulations shall come into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
official Gazette. 

NOTIFICATION 

in exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 
of the MPT Act, 1963, the Board of Trustees of 
the Port of Visakhapatnam hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing Regulations further to amend the Visakha¬ 
patnam Port Employees (CC&A) Regulations 
1968 Namely: 

(1) (i) These Regulations may be called the 
Visakhapatnam Port Employees (Classification, 
Control & Appeal) 10th Amendment Regulations, 
1994. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Central Government 
Gazette. 

(2) In the Visakhapatnam Port Employees

Provided that in every case where it is necessary 
to consult the Central Government, the record of 
the inquiry shall be forwarded by the Disciplinary 
authority to the Central Government for its advice 
and such advice shal be taken into consideration 
before making an order imposing any such penalty 
on the employee”. 

(v) In sub-Regulation (4) of Regulation-11 
the letter (i) indicating as sub-clause (i) 
and clause (a) and (b) as a whole and 
also clause (ii) as a whole may be dele¬ 
ted.

(v) The Note appearing under clause (g) in 
sub-regulation (2) may be substituted 
with the Note and may be inserted below 
clause (c) of sub-regulation (1). 


Note : Notwithstanding any thing contained 
clause (b) of sub-regulation (1) if in a case it 
is proppsed after considering the representation, 
if any, made by the employee under clause (a) 
of that sub-regulation, to with-hold increments 
of pay and such with holding of increments is 
likely to affect adversely the amount of pension 
payable to the employee or to withhold incre¬ 
ments is likely to affect adversely the amount of 
pension payable to the employee or to withhold 
increments of pay for a period exceeding three 
years or to withhold increments of pay with 
cumulative effect for any period, an inquiry shall 
be held in the manner laid down in sub-regula¬ 
tion (3) to (23) of Regulation 10, before making 
any order imposing on the employee any such 
penalty.

rity together with brief reasons for its 
disagreement, if any, with the findings 
of the inquiring authority unless they 
have already been supplied to him and 
also a copy of the advice if any, given by 
the central Government and where the 
disciplinary authority has not accepted 
the advice of the Central Government, 
a brief statement of the reasons for 
such non acceptance”.

(ii) In clause (i) of sub-regulation (2) the 
the clause (iv) may be renumbered as clause (v) 
and similarly in clause (ii) also, the clauses (v) 
to (ix) may be renumbered as (vi) to (x). 

(9) (i) In sub-regulation (l) of Regulation-17 
the word ‘of may be inserted before the words 
‘the commencement’. 

(ii) In clause (i) of sub-regulation (2), clause 
(iv) may be renumbered as clause (v) and 
similarly in clause (ii), clauses (v) to (ix) may 
be renumered as clauses (vi) to (x). 

(10) In clause (ii) of Regulation 18 before 
the words “a step-in-aid” the words “the nature 
of” may be inserted. 

(11) (i) In Regulation-21 the following may 
be added as clause (i). 

“(i) an order of suspension made or deemed 
to have been made under Regulation-7”. 

(11) The existing clauses (i) to (iv) may be 
renumbered as (ii) to (v). 

(12) (i) In clause (c) of sub-regulation 

(2) of Regulation-24 the words “or enhanced 
penalty” may be added before the word “im¬ 
posed”. i 

(ii) In the proviso under clause (ii) of sub¬ 
regulation (2) the following may be added as 
clause No. (i) and renumber the existing clauses 
(i), (ii) and (iii) as (ii) (iii) and (lv). 

(i) the Government shall be consulted in all 
cases where such consultation is necessary”.

(iii) (a) In existing clause (i) (to be substi¬ 
tuted as clause (ii) in proviso, the words ‘ifithe’ 
may be substituted with the words “if such". 

(b) In the same clause, clauses (v) to (ix)

(c) In the same clause the word "after giving 
the Appellant a reasonable opportunity, as far 
as may be in accordance with the provisions t of 
sub-regulation (4) of Regulation-11 of making a 
representation against the penalty proposed on 
the basis of the evidence adduced during such 
inquiry” may be deleted. 

(iv) In the existing clause (ii) under the

(v) In existing clause (iii) under the proviso 
(to be renumbered as clause (iv)) the word and 
figure “Regulation-10 may be substituted with the 
word and figure “Regulation-12”. 

(13) In proviso uhder sub-regulation (1) of 
Regulation-26 clauses (v) to (ix) may be re¬ 
numbered as clause (vi) to (x). 

(14) A new Regulation as Regulation-30 as 
mentioned below may be added after Regulation- 
29 and the existing Regulation-30 and 31 may be 
renumbered as Regulations-31 and 32. 

Regulation-30 : Supply of copy of Government 
advice. 

Whenever the Government is consulted as 
provided in these Regulations, a copy of the 
advice by the Government and where such advice 
has not been accepted, also a brief statement 
of the reasons for such non-acceptance, shall be 
furnished to the employee concerned along with 
a copy of order passed in the case, by the 
authority making the order. 
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(15) (i) In clause (b) in the proviso under 
sub-regulation (1) of existing Regulation-30 (to 
be renumbered as Regulation-31 the word “con¬ 
ducted” may be substituted with the word “con¬ 
tinued" and at the end of that clause of the words 
‘these Regulation’ the words "as if such proceed¬ 
ings were proceedings under these Regulations” 
may be added. 

(ii) In sub-regulation (2) at the end after 
the words ‘these Regulation’ the words “as if such 
orders were made and the appeals were preferred 
under these Regulations”, may be added.
